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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -22 are allowed. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in the 
environment of a rotational pulsation system the closes prior art Jeter USP 5,073,877 
fails to teach or suggest, with respect to claim 1 , a rotor having a permanent magnets; a 
centralizer having coils and a stator package positioned to operably communication with 
the permanent magnets; a rotational screen disk disposed at the rotor and a static 
screen disk disposed at eh rotational screen disk. With respect to claim 12, the above 
prior art fails to teach or suggest, spinning a rotational pulsation system to create a first 
frequency; applying an electrical load to the system to modify the first frequency to a 
second frequency; selecting between applying and removing load according to a 
message to be communicated. Jeter '877 does not disclose the components and/or the 
methods of use as the present application.
